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POULTRY  INDUSTRY  HALL  OF  FAME 


Visitors  to  the  National  Agricultural  Library  in  Beltsville, 
Maryland  are  often  intrigued  to  find  that  the  Poultry  Industry 
Hall  of  Fame  is  not  a collection  of  paintings  on  breeds  of 
chickens  but  a gallery  of  portraits  of  distinguished  ladies  and 
gentlemen.  So  academic  are  the  portraits  in  appearance  that  they 
are  often  mistaken  for  past  directors  of  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library.  But  Col.  Saunders  and  Frank  Perdue  are  not  among 
the  honorees.  Nor  does  the  National  Agricultural  Library  have 
any  responsibility  for  selection  of  honorees.  This  is  done 
entirely  by  the  Anerican  Poultry  Historical  Society. 
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This  Hall  of  Fame  is  sponsored  by  the  American  Poultry  Historical 
Society.  One  of  the  objectives  of  the  Society  is  to  honor 
most  outstanding  poultry  persons  of  North  America,  their  por- 
traits, and  accomplishments  to  be  di  splayed  ^in  a prestigious 

setting.  .....  -5: 
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In  January  1 952,  a few  people  met  in  formal  I y funder  the  leadership 
of  the  late  Herb  Alp  at  the  Boston  Poultry  Show  to  organize  a 
society  on  the  history  of  American  poultry.  As  an  organizing 
committee  this  group  met  again  in  New  York  Cit"y  June  1952  and  the 
Society  was  founded. 


The  purpose  of  the  American  Poultry  Historical  Society  is  to 
find,  collect,  and  preserve  records,  pictures,  materials,  and 
objects  connected  with  the  development  of  the  Poultry  Industry  of 
Anerica,  and  to  make  available  its  great  history  to  this  and 
future  generations  and  to  honor  or  recognize  persons  for  out- 
standing achievement  or  leadership  in  the  industry. 

The  American  Poultry  Historical  Society  (APHS)  was  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Illinois  as  an  organization  not  for  profit.  At 
the  annual  meeting  in  1953  plans  were  developed  for  a Poultry 
Hall  of  Fame.  Portraits  of  selected  honorees  were  to  be  promi- 
nently displayed  together  with  identification  of  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  poultry  industry.  From  1954  to  1970  these  portraits 
were  displayed  in  J u II  Hall,  University  of  Maryland,  College 
Park,  Maryland.  In  1970,  the  Poultry  Hall  of  Fame  was  moved  to 
the  National  Agricultural  Library,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  Beltsville,  Maryland.  The  location  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  the 
library  on  the  grounds  of  USDA  Agricultural  Research  Center  is 
very  fitting,  since  Beltsville  has  been  the  site  of  much 
significant  poultry  research.  The  library  has  a world-renowned 


collection  of  research  materials  on  poultry,  including  the  James 
M.  Gwin  collection.  The  Gwin  collection  consists  of  valuable 
commercial  and  allied  industrial  material  important  to  the 
poultry  industry. 

Hall  of  Fame  status  is  conferred  upon  not  more  than  five  persons 
every  three  years.  They  are  selected  by  a committee  of  thirty 
poultry  industry  and  institutional  persons  of  vast  experience 
from  nominations  submitted  to  the  Society.  The  basis  for  selec- 
tion is  the  effect  that  their  work  and  their  accomplishments  have 
had  upon  the  poultry  industry  in  North  America.  Each  committee 
member  ranks  the  nomination  individually  without  the  knowledge  of 
who  the  other  twenty-nine  members  are.  Thus  the  utmost  confi- 
dentiality and  impartiality  is  maintained  throughout  the  process 
that  leads  to  a mathematical  decision.  Hall  of  Fame  is  truly  the 
poultry  world's  most  prestigious  recognition. 

Five  new  portraits  of  outstanding  contributors  to  the  growth  of 
the  American  poultry  industry  were  hung  recently  in  the  main 
reading  room  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library.  These  new 
portraits  bring  the  collection  to  a total  of  forty-two  the  number 
of  portraits  comprising  the  Poultry  Industry  Hall  of  Fame  of  the 
American  Poultry  Historical  Society.  The  new  honorees  are: 

MONROE  CAPPEL  BABCOCK,  1908  -,  premier  poultry  breeder  and 
industry  leader.

Complementing  and  supporting  the  Poultry  Hall  of  Fame  at  the 
Library  is  one  of  the  largest  collections  of  poultry  literature 
in  the  free  world,  covering  such  subject  areas  as  anatomy, 
physiology,  breeding,  canning,  diseases,  equipment,  feeding, 
hatcheries,  marketing,  processing,  and  statistics.  In  1971  the 
Library  received  the  James  M.  Gwin  Poultry  Collection  of  over 
1,000  volumes  - the  personal  working  library  of  Dr.  Gwin,  a 
former  professor  of  Poultry  Husbandry  and  director  of  the  Exten- 
sion Service  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  Travels  made  by  Dr. 
Gvin  at  home  and  abroad  provided  him  with  the  opportunity  to 
visit  numerous  second-hand  bookstores  in  search  of  poultry 
literature.  In  addition  to  a number  of  rareties  such  as 
Mowbray's  A Treatise  on  Domestic  Poultry  and  De  Reaumur's  Art  de 
Faire  Eclorre  et  D'Elever* . .des  Oiseaux  Domestiques,  the  collec- 
tion includes  complete  files  of  catalogs  f rom  manuf actur i ng 
firms,  files  covering  the  early  breeders  in  the  industry,  files 
on  trade  associations,  and  many  illustrative  postors  documenting 
the  progress  of  the  poultry  industry.  fflgl

The  Index  Catalogue , an  index  to  the 
world's  literature  on  animal  parasites 
of  animals,  including  man,  formerly 
published  by  Agricultural  Research 
Service,  USDA,  will,  beginning  with  the 
25th  issue,  be  compiled  by  NAL  on 
magnetic  tape  instead  of  in  printed 
paper  copy  format.  Tapes  will  be  sold 
by  National  Technical  Information 
Service,  Springfield,  VA. , to  any 
interested  publisher.  Publication  by 
a private  publisher  is  expected  to  save 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
about  $50,000  publication  costs  per 
year,  plus  several  thousand  dollars 
annually  in  the  costs  of  maintaining  a 
mailing  list,  storage,  shipping,  and 
handling.  The  interim  issue,  the  24th 
Index , will  be  available  in  page  format 
for  printing,  and  sold  to  any  inter- 
ested publisher  at  page  costs  by 
National  Technical  Information  Service. 
The  23rd  Index,  presently  in  production 
will  be  handled  according  to  the  usual 
printing  methods.

CHEMICAL  TITLES 

The  Chemical  Titles  (CT)  file  was  processed 
for  the  first  time  this  month  in  CALS  (Cur- 
rent Awareness  Literature  Service).  This 
file  will  replace  the  full  Chemical  Ab- 
stracts (CA)  database  previously  used. 
Chemical  Titles  was  selected  to  reduce 
overall  CALS  costs.  Computer  processing 
costs  have  been  reduced  by  over  half  with 
the  average  CPU  time  dropping  to  0.006 
seconds/record  versus  0.013  seconds/record 
for  the  previous  CA  database.  Total 
conversion  time  for  CT  was  45.22  seconds  as 
compared  with  1 minute  42  seconds  for  CA. 
These  savings  are  a significant  factor  in 
the  ability  of  NAL  to  keep  CALS  operating 
costs  within  the  FY  82  budget.  (Joseph

Specifications  and  programni ng  have  been 
completed  to  prepare  a CODEN/ I SSN/ NAL  Call 
Number  File  for  CALS  (Current  Awareness 
Literature  Service).  The  purpose  of  this 
project  is  to  print  NAL  call  numbers  in 
CALS  citations  from  databases  other  than 
AGRICOLA.  A comparison  of  the  CODEN  and 
NAL  serials  lists  has  produced  over  3,800 
CODENS  to  build  the  CALS  CODEN/call  number 
file.  This  new  feature  will  save  many 
hours  of  NAL  staff  time  previously  spent 
in  searching  call  numbers  for  document 
requests  from  CALS  users.  The  file  will 
additionally  enable  NAL  staff  to  prepare 
detailed  statistical  comparisons  of 
journals  indexed  by  the  major  abstracting 
and  indexing  services  used  by  CALS.

The  National  Aquaculture  Act  of  1980 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  an 
aquaculture  information  center;  Subtitle  L, 
Title  XIV  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Act 
of  1981  authorizes  primary  responsibility 
for  aquaculture  to  the  USDA.

ASSOCIATES  NAL,  INC.  DONATE  TREES 

Two  silver  beech  trees  were  planted  on  the 
grounds  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture's National  Agricultural  Library  April 
7 in  observance  of  Maryland  State  Arbor 
Day.  Richard  A.  Farley,  director  of  the 
library,  and  Paul  Putnam,  director  of 
USDA' s Be  1 1 sv  i I I e Agricultural  Research 
Center,  planted  the  trees  in  ceremonies 
beginning  at  2 p.m.  The  two  silver  beeches 
were  presented  to  the  Library  by  The 
Associates  NAL,  Inc. 

"The  creation  of  Arbor  Day  in  Nebraska  more 
than  a century  ago  was  a great  conservation 
achievement  for  Julius  Sterling  Morton," 
Farley  said.  Morton  served  as  U.S. 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  1893  to  1897. 
On  January  4,  1872,  he  offered  a resolution 
to  the  Nebraska  Board  of  Agriculture 
setting  April  10,  1872,  as  a day  for  tree 
planting  and  named  it  Arbor  Day.  The 
resolution  was  adopted  unanimously,  and,  on 
the  first  Arbor  Day,  Nebraskans  planted 
more  than  1 million  trees.  By  1872,  they 
had  turned  100,000  acres  of  the  State's 
wastelands  green  with  trees.  Morton  also 
was  influential  in  getting  Congress  to  pass 
the  Timber  Culture  Act  of  1873.  This  law 
offered  free  land  to  those  settlers  who 
would  plant  trees  on  their  claims. 

Farley  said  that  from  the  planting  of 
single  trees  to  beautifying  public  grounds, 
Arbor  Day  has  become  the  occasion  for 
stressing  the  importance  of  agriculture  and 
forestry  and  for  the  planting  of  seedling 
trees  to  reforest  lands  that  otherwise
